If possible, make 
a terr^pe for every row of trees 
and plant the trees on the ter­ 
races. 
If. is a good practice to plant 
the old orchard to oats or rye. 
This makes a good winter cover 
crop and may be turned under 
next spring for fertilizer. 
Look over the orchard for scale 
and if found spray early. Gather 
and burn or bury all mummified 
or diseased fruit. Brown rot, scab 
and other diseases carry over on 
this dried up fruit.
